NO WITHDRAWAL FROM 
KOREA SAYS EISENHOWER 
Basil Brewer, publisher of the New Bedford Standard-Timcs, 
New Bedford, Mass., and a winter resident in Palm Springs, 
made public here Saturday correspondence exchanged between 
President-elect Dwight Eisenhower and himself on file Korean 
question. 
The publisher quoted Eisen­ 
hower as saying on Oct. 24: "We 
are not going to withdraw from 
Korea and leave our boys in 
communist prison camps.” 
BREWER SAID he had delayed 
making public what he called 
“Eisenhower’s long range views 
toward ending the Korean con­ 
flict” -until the president-elect 
had completed the visit to Korea 
he had promised during the cam ­ 
paign. 
The correspondence between 
Brewer and Eisenhower was pub­ 
lished Friday in the Standard- 
Times. 
'Pite publisher was Massachu­ 
setts m anager tor Sen. Robert A. 
Taft in his presidential cam ­ 


paign before the convention 
which nominated Eisenhower. 
THE TEXT, in part, of tlie cor­ 
respondence between Brewer and 
the president-elect follows: 
New Bedford. Mass., October 
23, 1952.—Gen. Dwight D. Eisen­ 
hower. care of Eisenhower Spe­ 
cial Train Detroit, Michigan 
How frank can I be with jtfm 
with reference to mistakes being 
made in your campaign, which 
in my opinion are hurting here 
and generally, mistakes being 
made at Ihe instance of pro­ 
fessional politicians, which you 
so convincingly disclaimed being 
at your tremendous meeting in 
New Bedford Monday.

ALL THE WORLD awaits anxiously the decision of President­ 
elect Eisenhower and itis adv isors on the future policy in Korea. 
It is a complex international problem which is b\ no means 
limited to the Far East, it is an issue on which the United 
Nations are not united. There is no general agreement in tins 
country as to what is the wisest policy although there is a pre­ 
vailing dost r A to "get it over with.” 
The English are more united in their attitude; they believe 
the real danger is in Europe and are not greatly interested in 
the Far East. An excellent report on the British attitude— and 
the reasons for it— is given hv Geoffery Crowther in the Dec. 
16 issue of LOOK. In it the editor of The (London) Economist 
explains why the English do not think Korea is worth the danger 
nf starting an all-out war; and why his country believes any ac­ 
tion by the United States to enlarge the war in Korea will strain 
alliances with the West. T he article is worth reading even 
though, as the author says; "I am deliberately stating one side 
of the case— the one that is heard less frequently in America.” 
Some indication of Eisenhowers long range views on Korea 
are revealed in a letter which Basil Brewer, publisher of the 
New Bedford (Mass.) Standard-Times, received from the general 
on Oct. 24th and just released by Brewer, it will he found in 
this issue of The Desert Sun and will be v ery interesting reading 
to those who are watching the Korean situation closely. Eisen­ 
hower's statement that "We are not going to withdraw from 
Korea and leave our boys in Communist prison camps gives 
some insight into the General’s attitude. No one expected Eisen­ 
hower to withdraw our troops from Korea, of course, hut the 
implication is títere that the General intends to liberate these 
prisoners. Can that be accomplished without starting another 
world war? W hat is the MacArthur plan? These are the ques­ 
tions uppermost in everyone’s mind who is watching the de­ 
velopments in the Korean situation closely.
